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Classification Tax 
Plan Continues As 
Tax Rate Is Hiked 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


Owners of business and commercial 
property in Andover will continue to pay 
more in taxes than homeowners for 
1987—and taxpayers in both classifica- 
tions will find their bills higher than last 
year’s. 

On Monday night, the Board of Select- 
men approved a split rate according to 
property classification, which ‘“‘shifts’’ 
an additional 15 percent of the tax bur- 
den onto the shoulders of non-residential 
owners. This will be the third year in 
which the town will have taxed at two 
different rates. 

Pending state approval (which is ex- 
pected), the actual tax figures for 1987, 
as revealed at the meeting by Finance 
and Budget Director Tony Torrisi, will 
be set at $17.68 per $1000 for residential 
property and open space and $22.03 for 
commercial and industrial property—an 
increase from this year’s rates of $17.15 
and $21.25, respectively. The figures re- 
flect a rise of approximately 3 percent 
across the board which, when levied 
according to classification, will mean an 
increase in 2.8 percent for residential 
owners and 3.5 percent for owners of 
commercial and industrial properties. 

Torrisi also noted that the town’s total 
property values have increased $72,296,- 
400 in the last year, from a valuation of 
$1,415,013,550 in fiscal 1986 to $1,487,309,- 
950 in fiscal 1987. 

Although Monday’s vote was in favor 
of the continued dual taxation, individual 
board members voiced reservations con- 
cerning the present system. ‘I am not 
going to vote against that 15 percent 
‘shift’ this year,’ said Selectman Wil-

liam Dalton. He noted that next year 
however, the town has scheduled a reval- 
uation of its property (mandated every 
three years under state law). ‘‘For the 
record,”’ he said, ‘I will probably vote 
for the flat rate—one rate for commer- 
cial and residential—next year.”’ 

A number of commercial property 
owners tried to convince the board to 
make the change—or, at least, decrease 
the percentage of the ‘‘shift’’—this year. 
Attorney Andrew Caffrey, Jr., president 
of the Andover Chamber of Commerce, 
cited the inequity of the system. ‘‘Nee- 
dless to say, the bottom line is, it takes 
money out of the pocket of the commer- 
cial landowner,”’ he said. ‘‘Clearly, it 
gets passed on—to the tenant and, ulti- 
mately, to the customer, who has to pay 
more for the services or the merchan- 
dise.”’ 

He added that there is a ‘‘fair amount 
of (commercial) space available in town 
right now,’’ and suggested that the high- 
er commercial rate might play a part in 
the decrease in rentals. ‘‘The Board of 
Directors of the Andover Chamber is op- 
posed to classification per se,’’ he said. 

Caffrey suggested that the board con- 
sider ‘‘something in between a flat rate 
and 15 percent.”’ 

Selectman Gerry Silverman told the 
audience that, while the ‘‘shift’’ is seen 
as an unfair burden on commercial own- 
ers, it was not intended to penalize them 
‘‘When we went to the 15 percent tw 
years ago,”’ he said, ‘‘It was to give the 
residents a break.’’ He added that, al

“That Liberty Shall Not Perish from the 
Earth Buy Liberty Bonds”’ pleads a World War I 
poster by Joseph Pennell presently being 
treated at the Northeast Document Conserva- 
tion Center. Private collectors, libraries and 
other institutions frequently bring deteriorating 
World War I posters to the center for conserva- 
tion. The Northeast Document Conservation 
Center is a non-profit, regional conservation 
center specializing in the conservation of paper 
and related materials including documents, 
books, photographs and art on paper. 

The Pennell poster is part of a collection being 
treated for the New York Public Library. It pro- 
jects a powerful image of a beheaded Statue of 
Liberty welcoming bombers and warships to an 

nflamed and war torn New York City. The col- 
lection also includes the famous ‘‘I want you for 
the U.S. Army”’ poster of Uncle Sam pointing his 
finger at the viewer while staring him down with 
intense blue eyes.

The paper is adhered with a 
starch-based paste made at the center. If the 
colors permit, they are deacidified with a mag- 
anesium salt either in water or nonaqueously. 
They are flattened and dried and finally enca- 
puslated in polyester film. This procedure pre- 
vents further deterioration and allows the 
posters to be stored easily and safely and han- 
died without damage. Owners of untreated post- 
ers can slow the process of.deterioration by 
storing posters away from any direct source of 
heat or light in a cool, dry place. If a poster is to 
be framed a collector should specify the use of 
acid-free cardboard for all backing and matting 
materials and ultraviolet filtering glass 
The Northeast Document Conservation Center 
has conserved collections of World War I posters 
for many institutions including the Robbins Li- 
brary n Arlington, the Forbes Library in North- 
ampton, the New York State Library and many 
private collectors.

Between Students And Faculty 
Andover High Notes 


Michael Marcoux, student council advisor, de- 
scribes the newly established House at Andover 
High School with enthusiasm, ‘‘Exciting!’’ 

The House, established on March 26, 1986, con- 
sists of 33 student government members, four 
class advisors, 10 faculty members and three 
administrators. All have voting privileges ex- 
cept the principal because she has the ultimate 
power of veto. Two hired consultants, Bob Ken- 
ny and Bob Howard, work with members of the 
House on parliamentary procedures. House 
meetings take ‘place at least once every two 
weeks with a majority of 2/3 of the voting mem- 
bers present. Members discuss and debate is- 
sues of concern to the school body and propose 
solutions. 

The idea of constructing the House started al- 
most a half a year ago when 1985-86 student gov- 
ernment members decided to create a school 
constitution. For three years students heard how 
they should get more involved as a community. 
‘I’ve been involved with student government for 
four years. During that time, Mrs. Jennings, Dr. 
Seifert and myself discussed having an effective 
student government that would be involved in 
decision-making policies that affect students,” 
says Mr. Marcoux. The students felt it was time 
for a stronger organization that would do more 
than just plan social activities. 

The 1985-86 student government spent over 80 
hours after school discussing, debating, voting, 
rewriting and revising the document. Although 
at times frustration built up when student gov- 
ernment heard their efforts were worthless, 
‘‘students have no voice in school policies,’ 
‘there is no real support,” it didn’t stop them 
from striving toward their goal: to make an effi- 

cient student constitution. Mrs. Jennings, princ- 
pal of Andover High School, stated in her March 
26, 1986, letter, ‘‘They stayed with it. The six- 
page document will have a lasting effect on And- 
over High.” :

After developing the Andover High School con- 
stitution, the House meetings evolved. ‘‘They de- 
veloped a democratic form of government and 
they have done it through a democratic proc- 
ess,” states Mrs. Jennings. It is evident that the 
morale and enthusiasm in the student body and 
staff has grown because all members at the high 
school have a chance to participate in the House 
by voicing their opinions through their elected 
representatives. 

Two major issues face the House: the smoking 
area, a controversial subject that sparks much 
discussion, and open ends, which enables se- 
niors to come to school late and leave school 
early if they are done with classes. Future possi- 
ble topics will be vandalism, early release for 


seniors and parking.

Andover is one of the oldest and most historic 
towns, not only in the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, but also in the United States. Andover 
residents have figured in events of American 
history both great and small. From its Puritan 
beginnings in 1646 through the difficulties of the 
early colonists to the sad episode of the Salem 
witch trials, when more citizens of Andover 
were accused than of any other town, Andover 
presents a microcosm of American history. 

The pattern continues through the centuries 
and the evidence is all around us. Many people 
may not have noticed the bronze plaque on the 
Rose Cottage across from St. Augustine School 
which marks the spot where an aging Lafayette 
spoke to an enthralled assemblage on his tri- 
umphal tour in 1825.

national controversy swirled around her. The 
body of ‘‘the little lady who started the big war,”’ 
in Lincoln’s phrase, lies buried here today.

Families interested in canoeing will have an opportunity to explore the Shawsheen 
River upstream of the Ballardvale Dam on Saturday, Oct. 18, starting at 11 a.m.

He is a free 
lance bassist and a regular with ‘‘The Jazz Age”’ 
and the Pro-Bow Trio. 

Hannan has a degree in music from Columbia 
and played at Eddie Condon’s with Bobby Hack- 
ett, Jack Teagarden, Peewee Russell and Jack 
Lesberg. He has been with Leavitt’s band for 
four years. 

Leavitt, leader and manager of the group, has 
played saxophone for more than 50 years. He 


also doubles on soprano and clarinet. Leavitt 
started playing while a student at Exeter in 1925 
with what may have been the first high school 
and in the east. While at Yale he played with 
The Yale Collgians, the finest college swing 
dance band in the country at that time. It includ- 
ed trumpeter ‘‘Stew’’ Fletcher who was a good 
friend of Louis Armstrong and played with Red 
Norvo after graduation. 

Leavitt played professionally in New York and 
Boston, studied arranging with Fletcher Hen- 
derson and Caa Loma and sat in informally with 
some of the old jazz giants like Louie, Red Norvo 
and the Rollinis. While arranging and playing 
with society bands in Boston in the ’30s, he took 
two bands to Europe and had one of the first jam 
sessions in Russia on the docks at Leningrad in 
1932. 

While teaching English at Phillips Academy 
at Andover, Leavitt founded the ‘Righteous 
Jazz Band’’ which became well known in the 
New England area. And, in addition to leading 
and managing his great jazz group, he assists 
George Garzon at Tufts in teaching the art of 
improvisation.

Since 1982, more than 6,000 homemakers have 
been involved as workshop participants or re- 
ceived individual career counseling from a 
state-wide network of displaced homemaker 
programs. The displaced homemaker program 
at the Greater Lawrence YWCA has been one of 
them. 

Beginning this fall, all 25 programs across the 
state of Massachusetts will be known as Bay 
State Centers for Displaced Homemakers. The 
centers will continue to assist participants in the 
process of entering the job market or continuing 
their education. 

Open houses will be held in all centers during 


the week of October 20 to celebrate the new 
name. The Greater Lawrence center will host its 
celebration Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, 
Oct. 22, 23 and 24, from 9 a.m. to 12 noon at 38 
Lawrence St. 

Displaced homemakers are _ individuals 
(usually, but not always, women) who have 
spent a number of years doing unpaid labor in 
the home. When that ‘“‘job” disappears due to 
divorce, disability of a spouse, death of the ma- 
jor breadwinner, or any number of other cir- 
cumstances, the displaced homemaker is faced 
with the prospect of re-entering the job market. 
Many have already re-entered the workforce, 


but need to relearn ways of improving their em- 
ployment status. 

The counseling and/or group support of a dis- 
placed homemaker center can help make the 
transition much smoother and easier. Anyone in 
this transition process should call Brenda McK- 
inley, Greater Lawrence center director, or Car- 
ol Guy, program coordinator, to learn more 
about this free program. 

Bay State Centers for Displaced Homemakers 
are funded by Bay State Skills Corporation via a 
grant from the Massachusetts Legislature. The 
Greater Lawrence YWCA is a member of the 
Merrimack Valley United Fund.

Yom Kippur services at Temple Emanuel, Haggets Pond Road, And- 
over will begin Sunday night, Oct. 12, with the Kol Nidre Prayer Serv- 
ices. Prayers will continue on Monday morning throughout the day as 
the Day of Atonement is observed. 

The Day of Atonement is the most spiritual, one of the most revealing 
of the sacred days of the Jewish religious calendar. Some of the festi- 
vals observed in Judaism are of late Biblical date, but the Day of 
Atonement is described in detail in the Book of Leviticus and anlayzed 
deeply as to its meaning in the Book of Isaiah. 

Ancient as the festival is, its power has not faded. As in Biblical 
times the children of Israel packed the temple courts to see the white- 
clothed priest go through the ritual of atonement, so today Jews throng 
to synagogues. This has gone on for 25 centuries while the world mood 
and human desires have undergone many transformations. Of all the 
festivals in this ancient religion, not one has equalled this one for en- 
during power and continuous widespread appeal. 

This cannot be due to tradition alone. The service required much 
more than a habitual gesture of piety. Evidently the meaning and ap- 
peal of the festival must be more than habit, since the observance

The essence of the day expresses the special dynamic of Judaism and 


* declares that the path of social redemption is through personal atone- 


ment. No magic formulas will abolish the tyrannies and cruelties of the 
world. Only the growth and perfecting of individual character is a sure 
reliance. Any social scheme can be corrupted by evil men, but decent 
men can make almost any society more just. The Day of Atonement 
means to redeem character, in order to regenerate society. 

The service will be conducted by Rabbi Harry A. Roth. Cantor Donn 
Rosensweig will chant the liturgy, accompanied by the Temple Ema- 
nuel Choir, and the Shofar will be sounded at the conclusion of Yom 
Kippur by Atty. Joel Labell.

though he would have liked to see a fur- 
ther division in the commer- 
cial/industrial classification—one which 
would target big industry over smaller 
commercial property owners—such a 
distinction could not be made under the 
law. 

“The threat that we received two 
years ago, that industry would leave 
Massachusetts, hasn’t occurred,” said 
Silverman. ‘I’m more concerned about 
the 65 percent that are residents of this 
community than about the other part.” 

Attorney Richard Asoian pleaded the 
case of the small businessman. ‘‘I don’t 
compare myself to Digital,”’ he said. ‘‘I 
own a couple of old buildings in town; 
I’ve been trying to update them. It’s not 
easy.”’ For the most part, he said, own- 
ers of large industries in Andover own 
new buildings; those who have smaller 
properties often have older ones, and 
must balance the financial burden of 
keeping them up with the increased rate 
of taxation. 

‘T think you have to give us consider- 
ation, too,” he concluded. ‘‘We’re citi- 
zens of town, too—citizens who don’t use 


the town owes them an equitable rate be- 
cause, by their contribution even in a 
flat-rate system, they make it possible 
for many smaller concerns to function 
economically. 

Chairman Charles Wesson based his 
support of the ‘‘shift’’ on his understand- 
ing that a decision to abolish it this year 
would press the town’s assessors to 
make changes in the tax billing for 1987 
that they did not have time to make. 

“The other part is,” he added, ‘‘the 
only thing we’ve heard tonight is from 
commercial owners—we haven’t heard 
from residents.” a 

Realtor Douglas Howe responded that 
the assembled property owners were not 
just commercial landlords; they were 
also town residents. 

Selectman John Scileppi, who had 
voiced his reservations about dual taxa- 
tion throughout the discussion, mused, “‘I

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South School Mothers 
Critical Of School 
Board Actions

Seven mothers of children at South School 
signed a letter submitted to the School Commit- 
tee Tuesday night admonishing the committee’s 
actions regarding the filling of the Pupil Person- 
nel Administrator position. 

The letter was presented by Ruth Scarbeau, 
president of South’s PTO, but she stated that it 
in no way represents the opinions of the organi- 
zation, but the feelings of those who signed the 
document. The main thrust of the letter ad- 
dressed two issues: the way in which the posi- 
tion was filled and the way in which the 
committee handled the issue. 

The letter, in part, reads: ‘‘We sense that the 
hiring procedure in this case was managed to 
expedite filling the position rather than to lo- 
cate, recruit and hire the most qualified individ- 
ual.”’ On the topic of the School Committee’s 
handling of the issue: ‘“‘We are appalled at the 
public exhibition of unprofessional behavior rar- 
ely seen in a town committee.”’ The letter is 
printed, in its entirety, in The Public Forum col- 
umn of this week’s TOWNSMAN. 

The committee voted in favor of numerous 
personnel recommendations ranging from three 
retirements, one reappointment, six appoint- 
ments, one election, and 14 appointments to ex- 
tra-curricular and coaching positions. 

A short discussion about school committee 
members serving as liasons to various schools 
was conducted, with Chairman Michael Giam- 
musso commenting that it may be best to in- 
crease the number of committee members 
serving as liaison to a single school from one to 
two. This, he said, would make it more likely 
that the school will have someone to turn to if 
the first person they contact is not available. 

Committeeman Richard Neal agreed with the 
two-person idea, stating that having particular 
persons assigned to a specific school not only 
gives the school someone specific to turn to, it 
gives the committee an opportunity to keep in 
touch with what is going on in the schools. 

Giammusso proposed suggested liaisons for 
each school, and commented that committe 
members should contact him if they have any 
specific preferences. The list will be drawn up 
and approved at the next meeting. 

In reference to the 766 Advisory Committee, 
Giammusso proposed that he and Susan Poore 
serve as the committee member portion of the 
advisory. Giammusso commented that he has 
already received four letters of interest from 
parents and community members who are inter- 
ested in serving on the advisory.

Committeeman David Birnbach was named to 
be involved in the development of computer edu- 
cation in the Andover schools. The committee 
members also agreed that someone should be 
involved with the sports and band programs of 
the schools, but no one has yet been assigned to 
those capacities. 

An overview of the administrative process by 
which programs are maintained or instituted 
was presented. Superintendent Kenneth Seifert 
commented that the administration decided to 
compile this report after seeing the informatio- 
nal benefits of a similar report presented by 
Mary French, Pupil Personnel Administrator, 
in regard to the special needs program. 

The overview includes explanations of how the 
administration develops goals for the coming 
year, conducts summer workshops and eval- 
uates progress made in particular programs. 

Seifert also presented a list of initiatives, 
which do not commit the school system to any- 
thing, but serve in a more general or investiga- 
tive capacity. The initiatives included the 
investigation of a possible international school- 
to-school project and the recruitment of teach- 
ers who have been living overseas, to a private 
computer effort which joins the administration 
with private computer companies to create edu- 
cational software applicable to school use. 

The October 1 enrollment report was also sub- 
mitted by the administration. The figures show 
a sharp decline in the number of junior high 
level students in the last several years. Because 
of this decline, Seifert commented that it may 
be wise to ‘‘look into another possible grade con- 
figuration.” 

Poore disagreed, citing the rising number of 
students at the elementary school level. She be- 
lieves that any new configuration would only be 
temporary until those at the elementary level 
now, reach junior high level. 

The committee and administration agreed 
that a population projection report would be 
helpful in the analysis of possible future configu- 
rations of grade levels. 

A computer plan update will be presented by 
Seifert on Nov. 18 as an integral part of the ad- 
ministration’s budget presentation. The plan 
will include information regarding the type of 
hardware the schools should buy, training 
needed, suggested courses, and cost estimates 
covering a three year period. 

On the topic of secondary school improvement

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Indoor Riding Facility Draws 
Interest Before Zoning Board

A petition for a variance to build an 
indoor riding facility drew the most at- 
tention at last Thursday’s meeting of the 
zoning board of appeals which heard 10 
other petitions. 

Richard D@novan of Ironstone Farms, 
456 Lowell St., requested the riding facii- 
ty variance. 

Atty. Samuel J. Concemi, counsel for 
the Donovans, explained that the farm 
offers non-profit programs for the hand- 
icapped and that such programs cannot 
be run in poor weather. He also ex- 


plained that if the farm could not offer 
programs to the general public during 
poor weather, it would lose too much 
money to run the ‘‘Challenge Unlimited’’ 
programs for the Perkins School for the 
Blind, the Cerebral Palsey Association, 
and many others. The farm is the only 
place other than one in the Boston area 
that offers riding lessons to those with 
handicaps 

Donovan has obtained the materials to 
build a facility that will be approxi- 
mately 224 feet long and 120 in width at 


all 
the most expansive point from an MDC 
hockey rink that had to be closed. Dono- 
van estimated the cost of the structure to 
be around $30,000. Horses will not be 
boarded in the facility which will be used 
during regular business hours. 

Donovan is asking to locate the struc- 
ture on his property abutting the ‘‘99"’ 
Restaurant, 15 feet from the actual lot 
line. Donovan requested that the board 
take into account the fact that there is a 
40-foot right of way that is deeded to him,

Straw Vote Rescinded Due 
To Jurisdiction Ruling 


At the outset of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals hearing last Thursday evening, 
the board dismissed its straw-vote deci- 
sion on the petition submitted by Picwell 
Builders in regard to property located at 
5 Argilla Road and 20 and 22 Argilla 
Road, for want of jurisdiction. 


Picwell had requested that the board 
define the term ‘‘parcel’’ as used in the 
by-law, Section VI.0.5d(1), instead of 
‘‘lot.”” Picwell believed that the termino- 
logy was used in order to signify a differ- 
ence from the term “‘lot.’’ Building 
Inspector Sam DiSalvo equated “‘lot”’ 
with “‘parcel,’’ stating that they were in-

terchangable. Picwell argued that 
according to a dictionary definition, 
“parcel’’ is a contiguous piece of land 
that may be interrupted as long as the 
pieces are adjacent, like the land in 
question, which is divided by Argilla 
Road. DiSalvo maintained that it had to 
be continuous. 


Principal Planner Nancy Jeton, who 
had participated in the writing of the sec- 
tion of the bylaw under scrutiny, agreed 
with the petitioner. She commented that 
this piece of land was on the list of prop- 
erties that could participate in ‘creative 
land use,”’ the intent of this section of the 


bylaw, and that ‘‘parcel’’ was used speci- 
fically to allow such land use. 

The Zoning Board viewed the property 
and took a straw-vote against the peti- 
tioner and in favor of the building inspec- 
tor’s definition. 

At this point, counsel for the board, 
Robert S. Zollner, advised the board that 
under this section of the bylaw, it was the 
Planning Board, not the Zoning Board 
that had jurisdicion. 

The straw-vote was rescinded before 
becoming a finalized registered decision 
The petitioner should have sought a deci- 
sion from the Planning Board, and will 
now be required to present its case there.

Enforce Parking Regulations 


In the near future, the Andover Police 
Department will look less than lovingly 
upon drivers who snuggle their cars into 
that last few feet of space before the in- 
tersection. Monday night, the Board of 
Selectmen gave a unanimous nod to rec- 
ommendations by the Parking Advisory 
Committee that the town adopt—and en- 
force—consistent limits for parking dis- 
tances from intersections and 
crosswalks. 

Accordingly, motorists not be allowed 
to park within 20 feet of non-signalized 
intersections, or within 30 feet of those 
with signals or without crosswalks. With 
their vote, the board also directed the 
town to paint crosswalks anc curbing

Committee Chairman Dan Morin also 
told the board that 39 new four-hour me- 
ters have been installed in the central 
parking lot. The addition brings the lot's 
total four-hour capacity to 88, with a pro 


portionate reduction in two-hour meters 
from 101 to 62 
The four-hour meters, which can be 
‘‘fed’’ throughout the day, are intended 
primarily to serve employees lown 
town basinegses.: f ao 
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restaurant, and consider it part of the 50- 
foot requirement of the bylaw. 

When board chairman Wesley Whitne) 
asked why the indoor facility could not 
be erected on the site of the present out- 
door ring and the outdoor ring be moved 
to the present site planned for the indoor 
facility, Donovan stated that the land 
where the outdoor ring is located is not 
suitable for building in that it is some 
what unstable. 

Whitney commented that 30 horses ar« 
boarded on the 16 acres owned by Dono 
van and that Donovan was already in \ 
olation of the bylaws which require tw:

Peo- 
ple, ranging from parents of hand- 
icapped children to the ‘Challenge 
Unlimited”’ program president to abut- 
tors, had positive comments regarding 
Donovan and the way in which the farm 
is run. 

The only concerns expressed were in 
reference to health issues. Elizabeth Hol 
mander, 448 Lowell St., expressed con 
cern that horse waste may be seeping 
into the ground and through to Haggett’s 
Pond, polluting the water. She asked that 
a study be done before the petition is al- 
lowed to go through. Other than that co 
cern, she was in favor of the idea of an 
indoor ring

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Absolutely Ridiculous 


Selectmen this week are probably anticipating 
some editorial comment on the increase in fees 
for services provided by the fire department, and 
they may be right. 

They may also anticipate that there might be 
some discussion of the continuance of the classifi- 
cation tax system which shifts some of the bur- 
den of financing municipal operations to industry 
rather than homeowners, but we won’t. 

Rather, we shall reflect negatively on the abso- 
lutely ridiculous need to increase property taxes, 
which now simply awaits state approval before 
implementation, to be followed by personal notifi- 
cation to all concerning their dues to the town of 
Andover. 

Approved along with the continued classifica- 
tion system was a general three percent increase 
in taxes for the coming fiscal year. Residential 
taxpayers will pay a two-plus percent increase 
while industry will be saddled with a three-plus 
hike, averaging out to somewhere in the three 
percent category. 

Frankly, there should be some sincere ques- 
tioning on the need to increase taxes in Andover. 

At the risk of being overly repetitious, let us 
again point to the continued implementation of 
user fees, increases in permit fees, added costs 
for water use- - - a move, incidently, designed to 
make that department self-sufficient. 

With all of this should come an inordinate 
amount of municipal funds available for distribu- 
tion to maintain town services, or even supple- 
ment them where necessary. 


Add to that another substantial boost in the 
town’s total valuation this year which should pro- 
vide still more funds for municipal operations 
and one has to wonder where all the money is 
going which would dictate another tax increase. 

Andover residential and industrial taxpayers 
probably cannot recall the last time there was 
not a tax increase here, let alone a decrease. 

Maybe no one particularly cares in the official 
family. Just keep tacking on more user or permit 
fees and increase the taxes. It may be recalled 
that the selectmen took the summer off, this offi- 
cial policy making board and overseers of munic- 
ipal management leaving the store untended for 
a couple of months. 

And, with all of these increases and fee collec- 
tions, services continue to decline. 

If you want to park downtown, the free spaces 
are few and far between, but the meters which 
attract the meter attendant as soon as the viola- 
tion flag goes up, are rampant. 

It might be appropriate to conclude this com- 
mentary by noting that the tax increase coincides 
with the falling leaves this year. There was a 
time when the town assisted local residents with 
a leaf pickup program which was dropped be- 
cause of Proposition 2}2- - -which is a catchall for 
all municipal ills, similar to the computer being 
blamed for all difficulties these days. 

But, like the computer, it’s not the machine 
that makes the mistakes, it’s the inputter. And, 
it’s not Prop 22 which is raising Andover taxes 
and fees, it’s administrators and their overseers.

No experience necessary—just pa- 
tience, flexibility, a sense of humor, and a basic 
respect for human individuality. Pay: depends 
on how you look at it. 

To apply, call your local elementary school 
before Oct. 14. 

Next week, co-ordinator Jane Guild will be 
offering free half-day training sessions for new 
volunteers to work with ‘‘Project Charlie’’—an 
acronym for ‘‘Chemical abuse resolution lies in 
education.”’ It’s easy work—there’s an idiot- 
proof curriculum, and a ‘‘real’’ teacher in the 
next room to give you support. 

I’m a Charlie volunteer. I signed up because I 
want my kids to have those little fringe benefits 
in education that can’t be bought under Proposi- 
tion 2%, so it’s my responsibility to contribute 
something to the cause. Charlie was a real 
deal—only an hour-per-week investment. 

Two years ago, I took the training, grabbed 
my lesson book, and set off to be Andover’s 
answer to Mr. Rogers. 

Things always go smoothly for Mr. Kogers. He 
deals with a T.V. camera. I, on the other hand, 
found myself facing 12 real, live third-graders— 
with real, live personalities and problems and 
needs. 

Individually, I found each to be unique, 
charming, worthwhile and delightfully quirky. 
Really special. 

As a group, they were pretty close to a disas- 
ter. And, as a leader, so was I. 

Together, we weathered our 15-week honey- 
moon—and I seriously considered making my 
first Charlie stint my last. 

I didn’t, though. I signed up again the next 
year. My next group—unique, worthwhile, 
charming and quirky individuals—also worked 
amazingly well together. I, too, was a better 
leader for my first year’s experiences. 

I loved it. I've signed up again. 

Not every volunteer experience is perfect—es- 
pecially not those that deal with intangibles and 
unmeasurables. Not every volunteer experience 
comes with a little rating card that clearly 
shows the degree of success you’ve achieved. 
Some of Charlie’s kids will probably, in time, 
make some ugly choices, and they will hurt 
themselves. Just as some of us adults have. Life 
is full of choices; some can turn out grim. 

You and I can’t make choices for our kids— 
they’d reject them, as we of the 60’s did. Nor can 
Project Charlie. 

So it doesn’t do the choosing. It doesn’t preach 
the evils of drink and drugs. 

What Charlie does—what it might do—is to 
help a kid realize what goes into making a 
choice for himself. And to give that kid a basic 
self-respect and an understanding of the pres- 
sures of this crazy world—a solid base, in short, 
from which to make those choices. 

It might not work. Many good ideas don’t. But, 
as Jane Guild says, if it works for one child, it’s 
a success. 

And if the fact that you or I take an hour off 
from work or home, once a week for 15 weeks, 
does just that—makes it work for one child- 
well, that hour was a pretty good investment

Concerns 
Expressed 


To Michael Giammusso, Chairman, 
Andover School Committee 

Our purpose in writing this letter is to express 
our concerns about the recent events surround- 
ing the appointment of a pupil personnel admin- 
istrator. These concerns focus mainly on two 
issues. First, the process by which this appoint- 
ment was made and second, the manner in 
which the School Committee publicly handled 
this appointment. 

With regard to process, we sense that the hir- 
ing procedure in this case was managed to expe- 
dite filling the position rather than to locate, 
recruit and hire the most qualified individual. 
We also must state that a thorough recruitment 
process is in no way intended to eliminate any 
prospective candidates, internal or otherwise, 
but rather to insure that the most qualified can- 
didate is selected and that public confidence in 
the selection process is upheld. 

A process consisting of unnamed candidates, 
forgotten interview dates, limited notification of 
opening or misplaced resumes in no way meets 
acceptable standards of a thorough process and, 
ultimately, lead to shaken confidence in the 
process. 

Concerning the matter of the school commit- 
tee’s handling of this issue, we are appalled at 
the public exhibition of unprofessional behavior 
rarely seen in a town committee. During the 
several meetings where this issue was debated 
we observed committee members who were 
rude and disparaging and a committee that 
lacked any sense of harmony in working to- 
wards a common objective. We ask ourselves if 
this is any kind of example to set for our 
students. 

It is your appointed duty as an elected school 
committee to represent Andover’s citizens in the 
best possible light and in a professional manner. 
Debate is always welcome in our society, 
haggling has no place in it. 

We encourage that the hiring procedure of a 
position as far reaching as the pupil personnel 
administrator follow the same process used to 
hire the two most recent elementary school prin- 
cipal appointments. 

We have every confidence that with recent 
events behind us, you and your committee will 
make the appropriate adjustments in the hiring 
process to insure that public confidence will be 


upheld.

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Transition Year For Merrimack

Last season was the best one for a Warrior men’s bas- 
ketball team since the great ’78 campaign that included 
the Murphy-Skinner-Dufour trio and 23 wins. 

The Warriors went 19-9 and won more games than any 
Merrimack basketball team has in eight years. Coach 
Bert Hammel led his charges to the final of the Northeast- 
8 championship game, only to come up five points short of 
defeating Springfield, winning 20 games and going to the 
NCAAs for the first time since °78. 

Five points would come in handy this season, one in 
which Hammel faces his stiffest challenge since becoming 
head coach in 1980. 

Gone are six veteran players, including four starters 
and the entire starting frontcourt. Anybody who watched 
even one game last season knows the frontcourt was the 
reason this club won 19 games and challenged for the 
Northeast title. 

The time has come when the slow, inside power game 
must be traded in for a new transition model. 

‘‘No question we won last year with experience and a 
power game,”’ says Hammel, a frequent visitor, along 
with assistant Greg Herenda, on the recruting trails this 
past season. ‘We'll be young and fresh. We’ll definitely 
have a new look. 

“We have more team speed and quickness now and 
that’s what we have to capitalize on. We’ll run a lot more, 
be more of a transition team than we were last season. | 
think we’ll be a higher scoring team, but we’ll probably 
also give up a few more points. Our whole game will be 
more up-tempo 

‘We're very young up front,’ admits Hammel, who 
doesn’t list one true, post-up center among his 13 dis- 
ciples. ‘‘We’re going to win some games and walk away 
saying , ‘Wow, I can’t believe we just won!’

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Candidates Debate Debates 


First came the debate. 

Then came the debate about debates— 
an issue that Rep. Sue Tucker considers, 
at best, a frustrating non-issue. 

It began with a release, targeted at lo- 
cal media by Robert E. Wescott, Tuck- 
er’s opponent in the November race for 
the 17th Essex District representative 
seat in the Massachusetts legislature. In 
his letter, Wescott Campaign Manager 
Carol Schofield charges that Tucker has 
‘so far refused to respond to his (Wes- 
cott’s) call for weekly public debates.”’ 
The word ‘‘public’”’ is underlined. 

Wescott himself is quoted as saying 
that Tucker apparently feels that one 
public (again, underlined) 45-minute de- 
bate—sponsored by the League of Wom- 


en Voters and scheduled for 7 p.m. Oct. 
22 at West Elementary School—is suffi- 
cient for district voters. Four other 
‘‘mini-debates”’ are also planned, he con- 
cedes, but none of them provide an open 
forum for citizen questions and 
statements. 

‘Perhaps, like many party loyalists,” 
Wescott concludes, ‘Mrs. Tucker in- 
tends to keep most of her votes hidden 
from most voters. It’s the best way to get 
re-elected, that’s obvious.”’ 

Reached at her Boston office, Tucker 
commented, ‘‘Frankly, making a debate 
out of debates is the favorite gimmic of 
night of the week, in spite of the fact that 
we're in legislative session, to answer 
questions and discuss my record.”’ 


candidates who have nothing else to 
Say.” 
She dismissed Wescott’s allegation 
that she hides her record as ‘‘absurd. 
The fact is, I’m running on my record,” 
she said. ‘‘The citizens of Andover have 
had the chance to watch my record for 
three and one-half years.’’ She added 
that she felt that the broad support she 
enjoys in town is due to her record on 
matters dealing with education, environ- 
ment and fiscal responsibility.

Stem cuts may be 
taken from such plants 
as schefflera, hibiscus, 
fuchsia, marana (pray- 
er plant), geranium, 
coleus, monstera 
(Swiss cheese plant), 
philodendron, hydrang- 
ea, ornamental orange, 
poinsettia, azalea, Nor- 
folk Island pine, trico- 
lor, any ivy, most 
rubber plants or just

about any nouseplant 
where there are side 
shoots. 

Leaf cuts may be 
taken from African vio- 
lets, cissuses, sansevie- 
rias_ (mother-in-law’s 
tongue), begonias, 
gloxinias, ficuses and 
most succulents. 

To begin, get a flow- 
er pot ready to receive 
the plant cutting. Wash 
the pot and, if new, let 
it soak in water for 
about a half hour. Cov- 
er the bottom of the pot 
with a thin layer of 
small stones or coarse 
gravel. Then, pour in 
the lightweight potting 
soil. Lightweight soils 
have plenty of aeration 
for new root system 
growth. Heavier pot- 
ting soils are just too 
dense to encourage 
young root formation. 
Mist the soil and pack

gently. With a pencil, 
poke a hole into the soil 
where you want the 
cutting to take root. 

To obtain a stem cut 
from a side shoot, take 
a razor blade and cut 
at the point where the 
shoot meets the main 
stem. Be sure to take a 
bit of the main stem 
with the cutting. This 
‘‘heel” helps spur new 
growth and protects 
the cutting from rot. 

Another way to make 
a stem cutting“ is by 
taking about three to 
five inches off the top 
of the plant. Cut diago- 
naly just below a leaf 
node, that’s where a 
leaf joins the stem. 

Strip the cutting of 
all but the uppermost 
leaves. Dip the cut end 
of the stem into water, 
then into a rooting pow- 
der or root starter and 


into the pencil hole. 
Gently press the soil 
around the stem. 

The leaf cutting oper- 
ation is pretty much 
the same as the stem 
cut. The only differ- 
ence is you’re taking a 
mature leaf and leaf 
stem from the parent 
plant, without any of 
the main stem. 

The planted stem or 
leaf cut should now re- 
ceive a complete wa- 
tering and be covered 
to retain as much mois- 
ture as possible. Place 
the potted plant in the 
bottom of the zipper- 
lock-type plastic bag 
and seal the top. Don’t 
Squeeze the air from 
inside the bag, the 
plastic shouldn’t touch 
the leaves. 

Place the _plastic- 
bagged pot away from 
direct sunlight and let

the stems do the rest. 
Water as soon as the 
soil begins to feel dry. 
Be sure to keep the bag 
sealed tightly. 

The length of time it 
takes for roots to form 
varies from plant to 
plant. With some 
houseplants rooting 
will occur in as little as 
three weeks. Others 
take longer. As a rule, 
wait about a month be- 
fore giving each cut-

ting a gentle tug. If you 
feel resistance, you can 
assume roots have 
grown and taken hold. 

About this time, the 
cut will need some fer- 
tilizer. But, be careful 
not to burn the young 
plant. Using plant food 
spikes will eliminate 
the risk of overfeeding 
the sprout. 

Repot the cutting 
when the roots outgrow 
the flower pot.

‘We are relentless in 
collecting these debts 
to the American tax- 
payer,” said Joseph M. 
Cronin, president of the 
Massachusetts student 
loan agency. The recip- 
ients of warning letters 
have until November 
30 to set up repayment 
terms to avoid having 
names turned 
over to the IRS. Cronin 
stressed that tactics 
such as this are aimed 
particularly at those 
defaulters who are eco- 
nomically able, but un 
willing, to repay. ‘For 
example,” he said, ‘‘on 
one account the re- 
trieved refund was 
more than $7,000—the 
defaulter was clearly 
able to make pay- 
ments, as were hun- 
dreds of others who 
qualified for refunds 
averaging $500." 

In Massachusetts, 
the vast majority of 
student borrowers pay 
back their loans. The 
IRS program is aimed 
only at 4 or 5 percent 
who try to avoid their 
legal responsibilities to 
the bank, MHEAC and 
the government which 
makes the aid possible.

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Atty. Arthur McCabe of Asoian and Tully 
stated that Lundstrom was requesting 
that two restrictions formerly placed on 
the business be lifted. 

The first request was to lift the 10-car 
maximum permitted to be parked at the 
station at any given time and replace it 
with a 15-car limit. McCabe explained 
that although some repairs may only 
take an hour, a car is often parked in the 
lot until the owner picks it up at the end 
of a business day. This limits the number 
of repairs that can be done on an emer- 
gency basis, and, thus, limits the ability 
of the Lundstroms to serve the commu- 
nity. 

The second request was to lift the ban 
on repairs being done outdoors. McCabe 
stated that quick repairs should be done 
outdoors so that the two bays can be used 
for major repairs at the same time. 
Board member Jane Griswold com- 
mented that repairs that often appear 
simple often wind up taking hours, and 
Whitney agreed that it would be difficult 
to enforce a one or two-hour limit to out- 
door repairs. 

Abuttor Kenneth Collins, 430 South 
Main St., stated that the maintenance of 
the property was not very good and that 
mechanics are often working there well 
after regular business hours. He also 
commented that a stockade area that 
had been intended as space in which to 
keep cars overnight for repairs, or to do 
repairs outdoors during the day, was 
filled with junk cars and that overnights 
were instead parked in front of the build- 


ing. 

Richard Robbins, a Lowell St. resi- 
dent, commented that maybe the board 
could restrict overnights but give some 
leeway as to the number of cars the 


_Lundstroms have on their property dur- 


ing the day. He expressed concern that 
placing too many restrictions would 
cause the Lundstroms to go to ‘‘self- 
serve”’ status as the Lowell Street Mobil 
has. This, he said, would be to the detri- 
ment of the community, because people 
would eventually have no one to repair 
automobiles in town. 

Vincent and Joanne Bates, 44 Jenkins 
Road, requested a review of the building 
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inspector's decision that vacant land at 
46 Jenkins Road was, in fact, buildable. 
Building Inspector Sam DiSalvo decided 
that since the lot has been there for ap- 
proximately 30 years, it was not required 
to meet the ‘‘dry-land”’ requirement of 
the zoning bylaw. This section of the by- 
law states that 90 percent of the land un- 
der consideration must be contiguous 
dry land. 

Atty. Domenick Terranova stated that 
the owner should be required to meet the 
dry-land requirement for building in ad- 
dition to setback requirements of the dis- 
trict. The Bates maintain that if the 
owners had wanted to build on the land, 
they should have done so before the 

“dry-land law’’ was instituted. 

A petition for a variance to allow the 
addition of a two-stall garage, a play- 
room and second story bedroom that will 
not meet minimum dimensional require- 
ments was submitted by Mr. and Mrs. 
Richard Oman, 100 High Plain Road. The 
Omans had submitted this petition once 
before recently and were denied. 

Normally, there is a two-year waiting 
period before one can resubmit the same 
petition, but board member Jane Gris- 
wold explained the circumstances under 
which the Oman petition was allowed a 
second hearing. 

At the first hearing, Griswold was act- 
ing chairman. She and other board mem- 
bers told the Omans that they would 
extend the hearing to give them the op- 
portunity to gather materials showing 
the hardship involved. It was later

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learned that the board was not allowed to 
grant such extensions. Since the board 
was responsible for the error, it was 
agreed that the Omans would instead be 
allowed to resubmit the petition and be 
given a new hearing. 


Dan Croteau, 149 Haverhill St., re- 
quested as special permit to allow con- 
struction of a two-and-one-half story 
addition which will consist of three 
apartments. 


Atty. Paul Twomey explained that 
there would be adequate parking for 10 
or 12 cars, and entrance to the lot would 
be directly from High St. He also com- 
meted that most people are eiher accele- 
rating or stopping at that point, so there 
would not be an increased traffic prob- 
lem. But, neighbors disagreed. They also 
stated that the aparments would not fit 
in to the single family nature of the 
neighborhood. 


Laura Hill, a member of the planning 
staff of the town, stated that there has 
been a trend toward multi-family dwell- 
ings in the area, but also expressed a 
traffic concern. She requested that there 
be a 24-foot manuevering area in the 
parking lot to allow cars to enter High St. 
in a forward motion, rather than backing 
into the busy street. 


A variance was requested by Herbert 
and Elinor Bromberg, 30 Lincoln Circle, 
to allow the construction of a sunroom 
that will not meet minimum side yard 
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setback requirements. Bromberg com- 
mented that the only location for the 
room was facing the pool and that the 
abuttors were in favor of the idea. 

Lynne and William Haddock petitioned 
for a variance to allow construction of an 
addition which will not meet minimum 
front yard setback requirements. The six 
immediate abuttors to the property are 
in favor of the Haddock’s plans. 


A special permit allowing the conver- 
sion of a detatched garage into a dwell- 
ing unit at 12 River Road was requested 
by Francis and Eileen Bailey. Atty. Phil- 
ip Sullivan stated that the home has been 
a multi-family for 60 years, and that add- 
ing one more unit would be of no additio- 
nal detriment to the community. 


Thomas and Patricia Malone, 80 Poor 
St., requested a special permit to allow a 
third floor studio apartment. Mrs. Ma- 
lone stated that the third floor was bed- 
rooms for children, but that since they 
are all grown, they want to use it as an 
apartment. 


Chairman Wesley Whitney asked the 
petitioner what conditions had changed 
since her last petition and she cited that 
the area has had an increased density.
